REPORTS QUALITY 
OF BEEF HIGHER 


Edmonton, March 4.—Substantial 
improvement in the quality of beef 
has been made through the recently 
established red label beef feeding 
system whereby approximately 2,700 
osttle are on feed during the pres- 
ent season, under the direct super- 
vision of the provincial department of 
agriculture, according to information 
given in the legislature by Hon. 
George Hoadley, minister of agricul- 
ture, in reply to questions of H. J. 
Montgomery (Lib.), Wetaskiwin. 

Mr. Hoadley stated the Federal 
government had been successful in 
securing a reduction in freight and 
general changes on the export cat- 
tle rates. Plans were under way 
which are designed to provide a 
steadier volume of trade, the minis- 
ter said. 

A joint federal ‘and provincial 
policy had recently been adopted 
which provided for.-the distribution 
of forage ‘crop seeds at 50 per cent 
of their wholesale price, Mr. . Hoad, 
ley stated.

Mr. Howson quoted exhaustively 
from the estimates and public ac- 
counts to prove his contention that 
the finance policy of the(giovernment 
was entirely unsatisfactory. It was 
no wonder, he contended, that some 
members voted to do away with pri- 
vate ownership of land. If this gov- 
ernment was kept in power’ they 
would get their wish and there would 
be no need to vote on the question. 

He claimed that the government 
had demonstrated not only its com- 
plete lack of business ability, but 
that it had failed even remotely to 
consider the welfare of the taxpay- 
ers. He pointed out thut the provin- 
cial treasurer had estimated a defic- 
it of $400,000 instead of $4,000,000. 
“When with the aid of all his advis- 
ers he is nine-tenths wrong, then I 
say he is not the man to look after 
the people’s money.” 

The government's policy on = guar- 
antees, he claimed, had taught three 
things: 1, It is a vicious practice to 
give blanket guarantees; 2, It is 
poor business, in fact inexcusable, to 
use the public’s money or credit 
withput first investigating the risk 
the public is taking; 3, Trust the 
people. 

In the opinion of Mr. Howson there 
ought to be a voluntary contribution 
from salaries by all civil servants, all 
of the University staff, all of the 
cabinet ministers and all others con- 
nected with the government when 
any of such persons’ were receiving 
more than $5,000 annually. 

Mr. Howson claimed there were 
civil servants receiving $9,000, $7,000 
and $6,500. Each of these should 
give by way of voluntary contribu- 
tions the excess of $5,000. The cab- 
inet ministers, he said, received 
$6,000 plus $2,000 sessional indemnity. 
He contended that $1,000 should be 
cut off the salary. Even if the ses-. 
sional indemnity was cut 10 per cent 
and the salary was cut to $5,000, this’ 
would leave each of the cabinet min- 
isters with an income of $6,500 in 
cash each year. Civil servants and 
Cabinet ministers were sure of receiv- 
ing their salary every Month and this, 
in times like these, was a consider- 
ation worth while. 

Mr. Duggan began the Conservative 
onslaught with a demand for the ap- 
pointment of a budget commission 
that could enquire into the working 
of all government departments ‘and 
seek means of balancing the budget 
without the necessity of increasing 
taxation.

T ought to take the opportunity to 


point out the Prime Minister  per- 
haps misunderstood the point of the 
hon. member for Red Deer (Mr. 


Speakman) when he drew a contrast 
between one bill which asks for $11,- 
000,000 and another which provides 
for the cutting of the salaries of the 
civil servants. The hon. member for 
Red Deer was not suggesting that 
there should be a repudiation of the

{ating the obligation, there should be 


increased taxation upon those who 
stand to profit by the country fulfill- 
ing its obligations. That puts the 
matter in a very different light. 

Another point whicn might be 
brought forward in connection with

I would 
like to know just how far we can go 
safely and still prevent it from flee- 
ing. I would not mind risking going 
a little further and see what hap- 
pens. 

I think we all appreciate the point 
taken by the Minister of Finance, 
that he does not wish to commit the 
government in anticipation of the 
budget by stating to what extent the

CHEESE DISHES ARE GOOD 
: TO SERVE DURING LENT 


(By Barbara B. Brooks) 

Please do not Jet the title of this 
article imply to you that cheese dish- 
es are good only during Lent for 
that certainly is not true. Cheese 
dishes are good at any time but 
they are especially appropriate dur- 
ing the forty days of pre-Haster eat- 
ing because they are effective meat 
substitutes. Of course eggs and fish 
are also substitutes, but they are not 
as versatile as cheese, the uses of 
which have been so exploited that it 
now fits comfortably into any course 
of the meal. 

For the beginning of the meal 
cheese may be used in tantalising lit- 
tle canapes, in cheese sticks or 
cheese biscuits. It may even be in 
the soup! A clear consomme served 
with cubes of cheese is delicious. The 
warmth of the liquid softens the 
chceese into its creamiest and nicest 
cheese. Grated American or Par- 
mesan cheese is the ideal accessory 
for onion soup. 

Onion and Cheese Soup 

3 small onions (sliced), 2 table- 
spoons fat, 2-3 tablespoons flour, 1% 
pints hot stock, 2-3 teaspoon salt, % 
teaspoon pepper, 6 rounds of buttered 
toast, 2 tablespoons grated cheese. 

Brown the onion in the fat; add 
flour and cook 1 minute. Pour on 
stock, add salt and pepper, cook 10 
minutes. Place a round of toast in 


the bottom of each soup plate and 
pour the soup over it. Sprinkle’ the 
cheese over the top and serve very 
hot. 

For the main course there are the 


two rarebits, plain and tomato. Then 
there is a glorified rarebit made with 
Bermuda onions. The onions are 
cooked in very little water and the 
cheese is added and allowed to melt 
in the warmth of the cooked onions. 
What a savory dish to serve on crisp 
toast points. It is well to say here 
that cheese should always be cooked 
by a low temperature. A high tem- 
perature toughens it and makes it 
less digestible and less palatable. 

The combination of macaroni, spag- 
hetti or rice and cheese may be sub- 
stituted for both meat and potatoes.

Lawns are Permanent 


The lawn is qa distinctly permanent 
affair. We can add to it or reduce 
it, but we have a very difficult job in- 
deed in remedying an original mis- 
take. It is far easier to level the 
ground before we sow the igrass and, 
therefore, we should cultivate the 
plot as much as possible the first 
thing. Where the top is composed 
of sub-soil from the cellar, it may be 
advisable to add a two-inch top of 


and color. There) sooq garden loam from a source as 


free as possible from weeds. After 
this allow the plot to lie idle for ten 
days tO encourage any other weed 
seeds to germinate and any settling. 
Rain and frost will help in the last 
Named process. Now with our plot 
level again and the top soil raked 
fine, select a day without wind, as 
early as possible in the spring— 
grass is a cool weather plant—and 
sow at the rate of one pound of seed 
to every two hundred square feet. 
It-we desire a permanent lawn, one 
that will remain green year after 
year and improve 
color, as.the time. goes on, we must 
buy good quality seed, as only in the 
best mixtures do we get the proper 
proportion of those higher priced and 
permanent grasses which will come 
‘on after the first nurse crop grasses 
have died out. The good mixture is 
a careful blend of from six to a dozen 
different varieties. After sowing, 
cover lightly by raking one way 
only, and then go over the plot with 
a pounder or roller. The regular 
mowing, which should start when 
the grass is about two inches high, 
will destroy any weeds which may 
have survived the preliminary culti- 
vation, although in the case of dan- 
delions or plantain it may be neces- 
sary to dig these out and re-seed. 
An application of commercial fertil- 
izer or pulverized sheep manure, 
which is specially treated, is advis- 
able every spring. Beware of ordin- 
ary manure as it is likely to be filled 
With weed: seeds. If possible, water 
during very dry weather and roll 
once or twice when the ground is 
soft in the spring. Cut about one a 
week during the early part of the 
season and not so often in late sum- 
mer, 
Vegetable Types 

Our Canadian vegetables may be 
roughly divided into three types from 
the standpoint of general manage- 
ment. One of these occupies space 
for the entire season, such as mel- 
ons, onions from seed, parsnips, pep- 
pers, pumpkins, squash, tomatoes, 
potatoes, corn and lima beans. Then 
there is the early type which may be 
between’ the rows of 
these just named and they will be 
out of the way before full space is 
required. These include’ spinach, 
radish, lettuce, peas, early beets, 
and possibly bush beans. Thirdly, 
we have the late crops that may be 
successfully planted after the early 
sorts on the same ground. These 
are sown in late June or July and in- 
clude Cos lettuce, celery, corn, Chin- 
ese cabbage, mustard endive, late 
cabbage and cauliflower plants, car- 
rots, beans, beets and late corn.
